Permit me now to make a more reasonable petition: Please send me, if convenient 
C.O.D., 15 silver proof sets; 15 Trade dollars; $20 in half dollars and $10 in quarters — all of the 
present year. 

I hope to see you here on “Evacuation Day” even if you shall be compelled to leave Mrs. 
Snowden at home.
